USSR - Communist China : The Soviet leaders 
may be organizing a new international Communist 
meeting. 

They appear to believe that Peiping's rejection 
of the nuclear test-ban treaty has created a favorable 
opportunity for exploiting this forum to discredit and 
isolate the Chinese. Pravda 's publication during the 
past week of appeals by three small Western Commu- 
nist parties for such a meeting suggests that Moscow 
will attempt to rally a great majority of foreign parties 
in condemning Chinese dogmatism, "splitting activities," 
and attacks on the Soviet leadership. 


Hints that Moscow now favors a new conference 
may be designed to pre-empt a Chinese initiative to 
convene a meeting in Peiping. 1 
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A Soviet decision to proceed with the meeting 
would constitute further evidence that Moscow is 
deliberately seeking to provoke the Chinese into 
some action which the USSR could represent as Pei- 
ping's formal separation from the Communist move- 
ment. The Chinese would certainly challenge the 
legitimacy of such a Soviet-sponsored conference 
and might c onvene a rival meeting of their followers 
in Peiping.
